BOARDS. 

THE EXHIBITION WILL CONSIST OF 60 NUMBERED DISPLAY 
BOARDS COVERED WITH PAPER AND PHOTOGRAPHS. A DISPLAY 
BOARD IS 1 METRE BY 1 METRE BY 1 CENTIMETRE WIDE. ON 
EACH DISPLAY BOARD THERE WILL BE NOTES IN ENGLISH 
EXPLAINING THE CONTENTS OF THE SECTION. ANY ROOM WITH 
AN AREA OF NOT LESS THAN 200 SQUARE METRES WILL BE

THE DISPLAY BOARDS MAY BE HUNG ON THE WALLS IN ONE
